Make a paste of baking soda ana water, 
apply with a brush and allow this to remain on for 20 
to 30 minutes, then wipe or brush off. The iron will have 
to be preseasoned with unsalted cooking oil or fat before 
attempting to bake more waffles.—MRS. G. N. 
DEAR GIRLS—Never immerse a waffle Iron in water 
or use strong abrasives. A stiff wire brush Is good for 
removing crumbs or any burned bits that cling to the 
grids. Dampened steel wool could be carefully used to 
remove badly burned bits but this also necessitates a 
preseasoning. The unseasoned oil or fat used can be ap­ 
plied with a pastry brush. Close Iron and heat at a low

her waffle iron. Make a paste of baking soda ana water, 
apply with a brush and allow this to remain on for 20 
to 30 minutes, then wipe or brush off. The iron will have 
to be preseasoned with unsalted cooking oil or fat before 
attempting to bake more waffles —MRS. G. N. 


DEAR GIRLS—Never Immerse a waffle iron in water 
or use strong abrasives. A stiff wire brush is good for 
removing crumbs or any burned bits that cling to the 
grids. Dampened steel wool could be carefully used to 
remove badly burned bits but this also necessitates a 
preseasoning. The unseasoned oil or fat used can be ap­ 
plied with a pastry brush. Close iron and heat at a low 
temperature for eight or 10 minutes and then remove 
any excess fat with a paper towel.—POLLY
